At the last regular meeting of the 
old town council held on Tuesday 
evening the ordinance providing for 
the new curb market was passed and 
the coasting ordinance, which the Bur­ 
gess had vetoed, was passed over his 
veto. 
The new curb market will open on 
Tuesday, May IO, and will 
be open 
every Tuesday, Thursday and Satur­ 
day thereafter. 
The market 
hours 
from April I to October I will lie from 
5.30 to IO o’clock in the morning; and 
from Octolerjl to] Apr ii I from seven to 
ten o’cleck. 
D uring these hours it 
will he illegal to peddle, 
sell, vend 
or buy on the streets of town by house 
to bouse canvass 
and every offense 
will H punishable with a fine of 
$5.0$, 
This rule does not apply to 
people having 
regularly established 
business in town. 
This exception is 
made to allow grocers to take orders 
as at present. 
It is expected that the 
butchers will have 
their wagoas at 
maiket. 
The market will he located on the 
Centre Square and as much space on 
York. Baltimore. Carlisle and Cham­ 
bersburg streets aa is necessary to ac 
commodate the stall holders. The m ar­ 
ket master shall sit on the first Mon­ 
day in May each year to allot the 
stalls for the cowing twelve months. 
Each sjlace will be eight feet in width 
aud w ill be charged for $10.00 an ­ 
nually. payable quarterly ie advance, 
er ten cents a day. The market master 
who is to lie paid $25.00 a month will 
have charge of the collection of this 
money. 
Any stall holder abeent from 
market for two weeks w ill forfeit his 
place. 
Those who do not rent regular 
spaces w ill have to take unoccupii J 
apace aa given by the market master. 
The ordinance contains the usual 
previsions against forestalling, provid­ 
ing fines for various offenses, declar­ 
ing the met hoi of cleaning up refuse, 
denying the right to sell on the way 
to market and covers in full the other 
phaaee of the quistion. 
Market ordi­ 
nances from a number of other towns 
were consulted before the Gettysburg 
ordinance was drawn up and it is lie 
I ieved that the latter is full and com 
plete. 
It was passed by Council w ith­ 
out a dissenting vote, all of the mem­ 
bers being preeent except Mr. 
Foutz. 
PASSED OVER VETS 


The next matter before the Council 
w a ttle ordinance against coasting on 
the streets of town presented some 
weeks ago and passed at that time by 
a vote of six to two. 
It was returned 
to Council on Tuesday night vetoed by 
Burgees Holt/.worth who had the fol­ 
lowing appended to the document, 
“ I veto this for the reasen that 
coasting lasts only a few weeks in the 
year and I do not think we ought to 
deny the young p3ople the pleasure it 
affords. 
I rather think they should 
ba given police protection. ” 
The vote was then taken and the 
councilmen voted as they had origin­ 
ally. Messrs. Trestle and Beck voting 
against the ordinance and the remaind­ 
er voting fer i t 
The necessary two 
thirds vote was given the measure and 
it baronies a law without the Burgess* 
signature. 
OTHER BU SIH ESS 


J. L. Butt, Eaq., chairman of the 
Finance Committee, made the report 
of the dit mrsements of the Stahle 
charity fund for the years of 1908 and 
1909. 
Burgees Holtzworth reported collec­ 
tions of $10.50 for the past mouth and 
of a fatal of $918.50 for the year. 
He 
also reported that the police had made 
72 arrests during the year. 
A petition from residents of the East 
End of town was received asking that 
the highway connecting 
York and 
Hanover streets East of the new high 
school building ta put in better repair. 
The m atter was referred to the H igh­ 
way Committee. 
On the report of the Highway Com­ 
mittee it was decided that 
lights be 
placed in the East End of town to pro­ 
vide tor the houses in that section on 
the North side of the Western Mary­ 
land railroad. 
The question ofjitford- 
ing the people occupying these houses 
a better means of access to the place 
was considered but no definite action 
taken. It was reported that it was not 
feasible to open a road over the West 
era Maryland tracks. 
The remainder of the evening was 
taken up with hearing Tax Collector 
Frock’s exoneration matters. 
An ad­ 
journed meeting w ill be held Friday 
night to conclude this.

Far From Settlement. 


OPPOSES THE WHOLE CITY 


Traction 
Magnates Turn

Suggestions Tending For Peace and 


Declare They Will Not Deal With 


Former Employes — General Strike 


Seems Certain. 


Philadelphia. March 2.—The Rapid 
Transit company refused to accede to 
arbitration of any kind to end the 
trlko of their motormen and conduc­ 
tors. 
The company now stands in the 
j osition of opposing the whole city. 
The Rapid Transit company has a n ­ 
nounced that it will not deal with its 
former employes under any circutn- 
r tuneeg whatever, no matter what the 
consequence* may he. If the company 
persists in that 
attitude a general 
strike is certain next Saturday, and 
the information is that an hour after 
the big strike goes into effect troop 
trains will start for Philadelphia with 
regiments 
of 
the 
National 
Guard. 
There is less hope for peace at this 
time than for a week past. even when 
ihe worst of the rioting was going on. 
The Impact of public opinion re 
suited in a meeting of the directors of 
the Rapid Transit com p an y. There was

Reyburn Rebukes Ministers. 
Mayor Reyburn after the meeting 
of the directors hastened into print. 
The mayor scoffed at th** ministers of 
the city, saying that It would he far 
hefter lf they attended to their own 
affairs, who. he 
said, "are 
talking 
about something they know nothing 
ibout. 
They do not understand the 
situation. 
It would be far better if 
they would preach order and pmce to 
their parishioners. Why do they want 
to support a lot of men In the de­ 
struction of other people’s property 
and In murder? Why th e s e men they 
support would Ire the first to burn 
down churches.” 
The mayor said that councils would 
side with the representatives of the 
city on the Rupid Trasslt hoard of 
directors against arbitration. 
"They will never agree to arbitra­ 
tion.” said the mayor 
"I don’t know 
about a sympathetic strike, hut if It 
is coming. It will have to come. I sup­ 
pose It will make more trouble, hut we 
are better prepared than we were. The 
police fort e Ir now like an army that 
has gone through a campaign. 
The 
pollee have been stoned aud hooted at 
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d they have got rid of that feeling 
of fellowship between policemen and 
citizens. 
By Saturday we will have 
2000 additional officers uniformed and 
equipped. 
There will be 200 mounted 
men sworn in additionally. These men 
come from a distance. 
Oh, we have 
been 
preparing 
for 
this 
fight 
for 
months. 
We won’t have trouble get­ 
ting men for duty.” 
Despite the mayor’s opinion that the 
councils would back up a refusal to 
arbitrate, It became practically cer­ 
tain that a majority of men In the 
city councils are strongly In favor of 
preventing a general strike and pos­ 
sible bloodshed 
and destruction of 
property. 
Of the eighty-alx men in 
the 
councils, 
forty-three 
in 
each 
branch, a majority have announced 
that they are desirous of taking some 
action that will bring about peace. 
Senator Jim McNichol and Recorder 
Billy Varo are expected to arrive In 
Philadelphia within the next day or 
two, aud the news was that Senator 
Boies Penrose will be heading this 
way from Washington in a few hours 
to see if he can do something toward 
relieving the strain. 
It Is expected 
that what will happen will be a con­ 
ference between McNichol, Yare, Pen­ 
rose and Wolf, and that out of their 
conference will come the real solution 
of the problem. 
A mass meeting of business men 
will he held in Music al Fund hall, at 
which speeches will be made by the 
business men who have already taken 
a leading part in trying to bring about 
arbitration. The meeting will be par­ 
ticipated in by the ministers of the 
city. 
The state constables left as quietly 
as they came. They were withdrawn 
to be placed on duty at South Bethle­ 
hem. In their place will be a detach­ 
ment of mounted policemen. 200 in 
number, most of whom are ex-cavalry­ 
men. 
The famous State Fencibles were 
mustered out. They went out of ser­ 
vice with the record of having never 
lost an argument and never won a 
fight. But they got $3400 for the men­

structure. Magistrate 
Beaton held the men for further ex­ 
amination. despite the request of the-ir 
attorney that 
they be sentenced at 
once to a year’s imprisonment. Their 
lawyer admitted that Kilgore had tes­ 
tified truthfully, but he said that his 
clients were drunk at the time and 
not responsible for what they might 
have said. 
The Rapid Transit company was 
sufficiently alarmed by the revelation 
to garrison the Sixty ninth street ter­ 
minus of the line. Armed men ara now 
patrolling the property. Searchlights 
play constantly after dark upon all the 
adjacent territory, and loaded guns 
stand ready to repel invasion.

Leaders of 
the lal>or movement

renditions were adverse to the victory 
they are seeking There is widespread 
dissension and dissatisfaction among 
the men especially the large foreign 
element 
The delay of the leaders in taking 
active steps In presenting demands 
for settlement; the fact that more 
men have gone to work in the mills; 
the split In the union factions caused 
by the untimely attack of Chairman 
Williams on Father Fret*; the slow 
work of organization; the small and 
unenthusiastic mass meeting, and the 
postponement ot possible arbitration, 
have dampened the ordar of the strik 
ers. 
In addition, an element of pit lf iii 
misery has been added, since the men 
have no money sod large families and 
credit is begrudgingly given 
The constant cold rain. the inertia 
of Idleness and the perfect, but rigid, 
discipline enforc'd by the state con­ 
stabulary nave wilted the most ar­ 
dent and fiery of the strikers. 
The surrender of Trooper John T. 
Moughan. who admits 
having 
shot 
Hzamho, the d««d Hungarian laborer, 
has proved a powerful palliative to 
those who demanded revenge for their 
comrade’s death. 
The end of the strike seems but a 
matter of a few days. and indications 
point to a victory of the strikers in 
theory only.
